From  the 

Rabbi's  Desk 

Is  it  permitted  for  Jews  to  accept 
help  from  what  some  may  consider 
unethical  or  immoral  sources?  No 
doubt  the  ancient  sages,  the 
teachers  of  morality,  have  insisted 
that  cooperation  with  evil,  even  for 
a  common  good,  should  not  be  the  way 

of  the  Jew.  Pause 
a  moment, 
however,  and 
reflect  on  our 
fascinating 
history. 

Alexander 
the  Great  was 
no  great 
humanitarian 
and  yet,  he  was  beloved  by  the  People  of 
the  Book  for  his  magnanimity  toward 
them.  Oliver  Cromwell  was  hated  by  the 
Catholics  of  Ireland  for  his  brutality,  but 
adored  by  Jews  for  the  consideration 
and  justice  in  his  dealings  with  them. 
Napoleon  and,  yes,  Richard  Nixon,  were 
both  deserving  of  reproach  and  censure, 
yet  were  compassionate  with  us  at 
critical  moments. 

Everyone  is  familiar  with  the  broad 
boulevards  of  history,  but  the  real 
essence  of  men  and  events  is  more  often 
to  be  found  in  its  humbler  byways  or 
around  its  infrequent  corners  where 
secret  meetings  are  planned, 
confidences  revealed,  and  the  true 
nature  of  the  leading  figures  discovered. 
“Cloak  and  dagger”  diplomacy  may  still 
have  more  powerful  effects  than  the 
bludgeon  of  artillery  and  tank  or, 
indeed,  mass  demonstration. 

Of  such  stuff  were  the  little-known 
contacts  between  the  great  Jewish  leader 
Ze’ev  Jabotinsky  and  one  Maxim 
Slavinsky.  Who  was  this  Slavinsky? 

None  other  than  the  accredited 
representative  of  Hetman  Petlura,  whose 
armies  and  minions  will  live  forever  not 


as  they  should  have  done  -  heroes  of  a 
nascent  nationalism  fighting  the  giant 
Bolshevik  bogey  -  but,  alas,  as  wild, 
undisciplined  hordes  whose  swords 
emasculated  and  slaughtered  innocent 
Jewish  villagers  through  Ukraine  and 
any  territory  they  entered. 

How  then  can  Jabotinsky,  proud- 


hearted  Jew  to  whom  every  Jewish  life  is 
precious,  whose  eyes  are  perpetually 
fixed  upon  that  great  Messianic  dream 
of  an  independent  state  in  Zion,  not  for 
power  or  princely  trappings,  but  as  a

Chairman 

t  is  hard  to  believe  that  when  you 
read  this,  we  will  have  traveled  on 
our  first  congregational  trip  to 
Israel  and  are  now  home  safe  and 
sound.  1  look  forward  to  sharing 
with  all  of  you  some  of  the 
experiences  from  our  travels. 

It  is  now  time 
for  us  to  focus 
our  attention  as  a 
Congregation  in 
a  new 

direction.  This 
year,  our  theme 
is  “The  Spark 
Within  Us: 
Understanding 
What  Inspires  Us  as  Jews  Today.”  The 
choice  for  this  year-long  focus  was 
made  as  a  result  of  a  need  within  our 
congregation  to  take  a  look  at  the 
unique  and  special  qualities  that  make 


us  Jewish  and  to  give  us  the  tools  to 
articulate  those  qualities  to  ourselves 
and  the  next  generation. 

It  is  the  goal  of  the  year  to  offer 
every  age  group,  from  our  youngest 
congregants  to  our  most  senior 
members,  a  number  of  ways  to  reflect 
on  the  values  and  priorities  we  have 
as  Jews,  and  what  is  important  to  us 
about  these  values.  We  want  to  help 
each  congregant  honor  the  past  and 
imagine  the  future. 

The  year  will  be  divided  into  two 
parts:  From  January  to  September,  we 
will  look  at  what  makes  us  Jewish  by 
examining  four  different  areas:  the 
people  of  the  Book,  the  people  of  the 
immigrant  experience,  the  people  of 
history  and  memory,  and  the  people 
of  Mitzvot.  During  this  time,  we  will 
all  try  together  to  understand  more 
about  ourselves.  We  will  use  the 
traditional  time  for  reflection,  the 
High  Holy  Days,  as  a  transition  to  the 
remainder  of  the  year.  Starting  in  late 
October,  we  will  give  every 


congregant,  in  a  variety  of  ways,  a 
chance  to  articulate  what  is 
important  to  him  or  her.  Initial  plans 
include  workshops  on  creating 
ethical  wills  and  opportunities  to 
record  oral  histories. 

As  with  our  “Israel  this  Year” 
programming,  there  will  be  countless 
occasions  to  be  involved  in  “The 
Spark  Within  Us.”  Each  arm  will 
participate,  all  of  our  students  will  be 
involved,  and  activities  will  range 
from  Shabbat  dinner  discussions,  to 
perhaps  creating  a  cookbook  or 
attending  theater  together.  It  is 
exciting  to  take  this  Jewish  journey 
together.  It  is  my  sincere  hope  that 
when  you  read  my  January  2006 
column,  you  will  know  more  about 
yourself  as  a  Jew  than  you  do 
today.  This  exciting  year  kicks  off 
with  our  Shabbaton,  January  21- 
January  22.  See  you  there!

Slavinsky,  representative  of  the 
Ukrainian  Democratic  Republic? 

This  is  Jabotinsky,  the  man  of  action 
and  of  practical  world  politics.  For  him 
dreams  and  ideals  are  not  to  be  the  end 
but  the  beginning.  If  words  are  to  be 
shaped,  the  dreamer  must  wield 
something — sword  some  say;  the  pen, 
say  others,  but  mighty  and  material 
weapon  there  must  be. 

So  Jabotinsky  hearing  in  1922  that  a 
new  army  of  some  15,000  men  waits  in 
Poland  to  invade  the  Soviet  Ukraine 
foresees  pogroms  and  pillage  to  come  as 
the  probable  milestones  of  the 
advancing  Cossacks.  The  Ukrainian 
leaders,  including  Petlura  himself,  are 
loud  in  their  denials  that  they  are  anti- 
Semitic.  Those  murders,  “unfortunate 
incidents”  as  they  were  diplomatically 
described,  these  say  the  Ukrainian 
leaders  were  the  work  of  undisciplined 


fanatics  overwrought  by  a  fervid 
nationalism  and  blinded  by  battle  fury 
unable  to  distinguish  friend  from  foe! 

“Very  well,”  says  Jabotinsky,  “then 
you  will  assist  me  to  form  and 
encourage  a  Jewish  militia  to  defend 
actively  the  ghettoes  and  the  peaceful 
and  harmless  Jewish  peasantry  of  the 
area.  A  magnificent  and  stirring 
concept. 

Neither  the  invasion  nor  the  Jewish 
defense  militia  was  ever  to  come  into 
being.  But  the  vision  was  there  and 
heralded,  perhaps,  the  immoral  battles 
of  Jewish  militias  and  armies,  which 
were  soon  to  electrify  the  world. 

Jabotinsky  never  sought  praise  or 
recognition,  but  he  certainly  did  not 
merit  the  abuse  and  uninformed 
criticism  from  almost  all  quarters.  This 
was,  they  said,  a  “pact  with  the  devil.” 
His  motives  were  questioned  before 


they  were  understood.  There  was  talk  of 
taking  “bloodstained  hands.” 

Religiously  Orthodox  and  politically 
conservative  elements  alone  were  ready 
to  recognize  the  deep  sincerity,  which 
had  moved  him,  for  they,  perhaps,  were 
old  and  wise  and  had  learned  the 
lessons  of  the  ages. 

The  attacks  on  Jabotinsky  over  this 
matter  continued  throughout  his  life. 
Yet,  he  persisted  in  his  belief  that  his 
action  had  been  fully  justified.  Make  my 
epitaph,  he  said. . .  “This  was  the  man 
who  made  a  pact  with  Petlura.” 

His  critics  were  as  usual  the  left 
moved  by  a  fanatical  belief  that  the  sun 
of  toleration  would  shine  from  Soviet 
eyes. 

Hear  now  the  hollow  and  mocking 
laugh  of  history! ! !

A  Day  in  the  (Increasingly  Busy)  Rothschild  Library

A  day  in  the  Rothschild  Library  might  begin  with  storytelling  for  toddlers 
and  their  parents.  Last  week,  for  example,  three  groups  of  1-2  year-olds 
heard  the  story  of  Baby  Moses,  and  then  explored  our  board  book 
collection  hands-on. 

That  same  week,  between  3  and  4  o’clock  in  the  afternoon,  dozens  of 
Congregational  School  students  took  advantage  of  our  Beit  Limud,  or  Study 
Hall,  where  ravenous  youngsters  have  special  clearance  to  eat  their  coveted 
snacks  while  preparing  their  school  lessons  for  the  next  day.  Sometimes,  just 
about  every  chair  is  filled.  The  earnestness  in  the  air  is  wonderful.  Even  with 
all  those  kids,  the  Library  is  quiet  except  for  the  low  murmur  of  study 
buddies  and  their  accompanying  “crunch,  crunch,  crunch...” 

An  hour  later,  some  of  the  students  were  back  in  the  Library  with  their 
class,  to  hear  and  act  out  Torah  stories  with  me.  Several  classes  joined  the 
camel  caravan  taken  by  Abraham’s  servant  to  find  a  wife  for  Isaac  (you’ve 
heard  of  walk  like  an  Egyptian,  but  can  you  lope  like  a  camel  as  well?). 

On  top  of  all  this  action,  some  Thursday  evenings,  adult  students  meet 
with  me  to  study  the  Parsha  Hashavuah,  the  weekly  Torah  portion. 

Our  philosophy  at  the  Rothschild  Library  is  that  a  library  isn’t  just  a 
place  where  we  store  books.  Rather,  a  library  (a  good  synagogue  library) 
is  a  place  where  we  live  our  lives  most  vibrantly  with  books — in,  through, 
around,  and  out  again.

to  teach  their  children  is  to  make  sure 
that  they  themselves  are  knowledgeable 
about  Judaism.  Being  Jewish  requires 
lifelong  learning,  and  especially  re¬ 
learning  things  that  we  have  already 
been  taught  as  children.  As  adults,  we 
bring  a  new  level  of  understanding  to 
whatever  is  being  studied.  In  Pirkei 
Avot,  we  are  told  by  Ben  Bag-Bag  to 
“study  it  [the  Torah ,  i.e.,  our  tradition] 
and  review  it:  You  will  find  everything 
in  it.  Scrutinize  it,  grow  old  and  gray  in 
it,  do  not  depart  from  it:  There  is  no 
better  portion  in  life  than  this.” 

Lhavdil  (on  the  contrary),  the 
mothers  from  our  Congregational 
School  who  meet  with  me  weekly  for  an 
hour  and  a  half  for  a  course  offered 
through  the  Synagogue’s  adult- 
education  program,  are  young  and 
vibrant  and  far  from  old  and  gray! 
During  the  fall,  we  learned 
conversational  Hebrew  in  preparation 
for  the  P.A.S.  trip  to  Israel,  in  which 
several  members  of  the  class  took  part. 
Our  focus  in  the  spring  semester  will  be 
more  on  liturgy,  and  on  the  amidah 
prayer,  in  particular.  The  curriculum 
also  includes  learning  Torah  cantillation, 
with  the  moms  working  toward  laining 
in  Junior  Congregation  and  at  their 
childrens  B’nei  Mitzvah. 

A  study  commissioned  by  the  Jewish 
Theological  Seminary  and  the  AVI 
CHAI  Foundation  has  tracked  the 
Jewish  engagement  of  young  adults 
raised  in  Conservative  synagogues 
between  1995  and  2003.  According  to 
its  findings,  this  generations  sense  of 
Jewishness  and  their  Jewish  identity  are 
very  much  linked  to  their  families.  In 
fact,  half  of  the  young  people 
interviewed  for  the  study  named  family 
members  as  their  primary  Jewish  role 
models,  with  one-third  of  them 
choosing  their  parents.  There  is  no 
better  way  to  convey  to  your  children 
the  importance  of  Jewish  living  and 
learning  than  by  doing  so  yourself.

Israel  Bumper  to  Bumper 


As  you  probably  already  know,  the 
continued  success  of  the 
Junior/Senior  seminar  in  the  High 
School  has  been  a  very  exciting 
addition  to  our  program.  This  year, 
our  focus  has  been  Israel  and  helping  our 
students  to  grapple  with  the  complex  and 
nuanced  challenges  that  Israel  faces  -  both 
internally  and  externally. 

Obviously,  as  educators,  we  are 
constantly  looking  for  experiences  that  will 
make  this  subject  real  and  relevant  to  our 
students.  We  have  pushed  them  to 
continue  to  define  what  their  relationship 
to  Israel  will  be,  as  American  Jews,  and 
how  that  affects  their  developing  Jewish 
identity.  However,  as  they  are 
simultaneously  struggling  to  characterize 
who  they  are,  in  general,  we  constantly 
strive  to  find  resources  that  both  challenge 
them  and  resonate  with  them. 

In  a  recent  class,  that  symbiosis  was 
palpable  and  for  all  of  us  -  student  and 
teacher  alike  -  it  was  a  rewarding  and 
exciting  evening.  The  beauty  and  poetry  of 
Israeli  music  and  the  bombastic,  shrill 
nature  of  its  bumper  stickers,  slogans  and 
graffiti  are  two  phenomena  that  play 
important  roles  in  Israeli  society.  Shirat 
HaS ticker  (“The  Sticker  Song”),  written  by 
veteran  Israeli  author  and  intellectual 
David  Grossman  and  performed  by  the 
Israeli  hip-hop  band  HaDag  Nachash 
offered  us  a  fun  and  interactive  way  to 
engage  with  both  phenomena.  The  song, 
which  is  basically  a  hip-hop  recitation  of  a

long  series  of  Israeli  bumper  stickers,  is 
perfectly  oriented  so  that  the  meanings  and 
sounds  of  the  stickers  mesh  and  flow 
seamlessly 

As  we  heard  this  song  and  examined  the 
bumper  stickers  that  it  represented,  it 


triggered  a  deep,  authentic  conversation 
about  the  diversity  of  the  issues  and  the 
people  of  Israel.  In  this  way,  our  students 
had  a  glimpse  of  Israeli  society  -  not  from 
the  lens  of  CNN  or  The  New  York  Times  or 
even  through  the  eyes  of  a  presenter,  but 
through  a  contemporary,  primary  source. 
The  inclusion  of  Israeli  culture,  as  part  of 
our  survey  of  Israel,  is  a  crucial  component 
to  connecting  our  students,  not  just  to  the 
problems  in  Israel,  but  also  to  the  rich, 
incredible  Jewish  culture  that  surrounds  it.

Learning  By  Doing  Is  Fun! 


throughout  the  year  we  try  to  instill 
Jewish  values  in  our  children  with  the 
hope  that  they  will  grow  into  caring 
menschen.  Toward  that  end,  our 
teachers  introduce  values  to  our 
children  in  ways  that  are  engaging,  fun, 
educational,  as  well  as  age  appropriate. 
Activities  that  incorporate  Jewish  values  are 
woven  into  the  daily  routines  of  each 
classroom  and  into  the  hearts  of  our  children. 

For  example,  in  learning  to  care  for  the 
earth,  the  children  are  introduced  to  the 
concept  of  recycling.  In  some  of  the  classes, 
the  recycler  has  the  designated  job  of 
collecting  empty  milk  cartons,  apple  and 
grape  juice  botdes  and  proudly  placing  them 
in  the  correct  bins.  Children  also  bring  empty 
food  boxes  and  containers  from  home  to  be 
recycled  into  art  projects  and  elaborate 
sculptures.  Our  older  children  even  have  the 
opportunity  to  make  new  paper  from  scraps. 

In  our  version  of  Bikur  Cholim,  teachers 
bring  children  to  the 
office  to  call  their  sick 
classmates  at  home. 

The  expressions  of 
“missing”  their  friends 
and  “hoping  they’ll  get 
well”  and  return  to 
school  are  endearing. 


While 
learning  to 
care  for 
animals,  our 
children 
take  turns 
feeding  and 
tending  the 
Visiting  the  vet’s  office  vanous  pets 

in  our  classrooms:  fish,  guinea  pigs,  bearded 
dragons,  snails  and  frogs.  The  children  from 
one  room  visited  a  veterinary  center  and  then 
had  a  veterinarian  come  to  the  classroom 
with  various  animals.  What  they  experienced 
was  then  reenacted  in  all  areas  of  the  room: 
painting,  drawing,  constructing,  block¬ 
building,  book-writing,  and  dramatic  play. 

These  are  a  but  a  few  of  the  examples  of 
ways  we  incorporate  Jewish  values  into  our 
curriculum  to  provide  a  foundation  for  the 
kind  and  caring  adults  we  hope  our  children 
will  grow  to  be.
